Last year the lamps were furnished 
with a C-foot burner or, in other words 
each' lamp con.sumed G cubic feet of gas 
per hour. According to the new ar 
rangement the lamps are to be furnish- 
ed with a Ti-foot burner, or each lamp 
will consume 5 cubic feet of gas per 
hour — burners of the same pattern. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
Oouncillor-s Shake.speare and Kinsman 
stated that the committee appointed to 
wait on Mr. Tliora.soii, the secretary of 
the Gas Co., had made a good bargain 
for the city ; and further, that Jlr. 
Thomson stated to the committee that 
wo would have a better light this year 
ijihan we hail last. Xow, sir, those 
Htatements are wilful misrepresenta- 
tions on the, part of Councillors Shake- 
speare and Kinsman, and are liable to 
lead the ratepayers astray. In the 
llrjit place the price to be paid lor each 
lamp is $-1.25 per month, using a ."i-foot 
burner; number of lamps Gl; equal to 
.^259.25 per month, or $3,1 1 1 ))( r 
year. Now, then, taking S4-.2rt as the 
price of a 5-foot burner, what would 
the price be if a G-foot burner were 
used I I reply, .'^'lIO, and the price per 
year would be ,s,'l,7.'i.'!. '-'0, l.iist year 
each lamp cost the city Sr)G; number of 
lamps Gl, at S5G each S;i,ll(!. The 
.difference between $3,733.10 ami 
S3,416 is §317.20, so that the rate- 
payers have to pay $317.20 per anmiin 
more for gas this year then they did 
last — taJdng a G-foot burner as the 
basia 

The light under the new ar- 
rangement will be one-.sixth less, or 
each lamp will consumo one foot less 
gas per hour. In the face of this 
ihow can we believe those Councillors ? 
-Secondly, IMr. Thom.soii did not tell 
the committee that we were going to 
have a better light this year than we 
had last. He could not do so, and they 
know it The fact is the committee 
wore prepared to have gas at any jirice 
and got taken in. The question re- 
solves itself into this: Coal oil got 
them into trouble and they expnr.<, gas 
will get thorn out. In my opinion it 
would be better tB pay for gas by

THE BALL FOUND IN THE PERITONEUM.

Eliikp.on-, Sept. U'l. — The following 
olllcial bulletin was prepared bv 
the surgeons who have been in attaii- 
dance upon tho late president. Hv pre- 
vious arrangeiiient the |iost niorteiu p.\- 
aiuination of the liodv of Pre.siilent 
Garfield was mailc (his p.m. in the 
presence and with tlio a.sBi.stam-o of 
Drs. Hamilton, Agnow, Bli.ss, Barnes, 
Woodward, I'eyburn and ISev. II. 
Smith of Elbnroii, and noting as.si.staiit 
surgeon D. li. Lamb of the army 
medical museum at Washington. Opcv- 
ation wna {lorformed by Hi-, l.auib. 
It was found that the ball after fractur- 
ing the right II th rib had passed 
through the spinal column in front of 
the spinal canal friicturing the body of 
the llrst lumbar vertcbr.e, driving a 
number of Hinall fragincnt.s of hones 
into the adjacent .soft jiarta and loilging 
just below the paucras about two 
inches and a half to the left of the 
spine ond behind the peritoneum, 
where it bad become completely en- 
cased. The immediate eau.se of death 
was secondary lieinniorrliago from one 
of the miscenteric arterie.sadjoiuiiig the 
track of tlic ball, rupturing the peri- 
toneum and nearly a pint of blood 
escaping into the abdominal cavity. 
This, hemmorrhago is believed to have 
been tlio cause of the .severe pain in 
the loworpartoftho cheat coniplaineil of 
juat before death. The ab^^oesi cavity, 
six inches bv four in diiiieiiaions, was 
found in tho vicinity of the gall bladder 
between the liver and transverse colon 
which were strongly adherent. It did 
not involve the substance of the liver 
and no coiuniunication was found be- 
tween it and the wouiul along tho 
suppurating clianiiel. 'I"ho e.xternal 
wound e.xtonileil from between the 
loin, muscles and right kidney almost 
to the right groin. This it is claimed Is 
novr known to be due to the burrow- 
ing of pus from the wound. It was 
supposed during life to have befMi the 
track of tho ball. On examination of 
the organs of the chest eviilences of 
severe bronchitis were fouiul on both 
sides with broncho-pneuraoviia of 
the lower portions of the right 
lung.to a much les.s extent than the left 
lung, which contained no abscesses and 
the heart no clots. The liver was en- 
larged and fatty but free from absce.s.soH, 
nor were any found in any other organ, 
e.xcept the left kidney, which containeil 
near its surface a small absco.s.s about 
one third of aa inch iu diameter. In 
reviewing tho hi.story of the case in 
connection with the autopKy it i.s quite 
evideut that the ditl'erent iiuppuraliiig 
surfaces, eajMJcially tho fractured spongy 
tissue of vertebne, furnished sufficient 
explanation of the septic condition 
which existed.
